There ar« dilYicuities in the way of tracing bac«c this fainiiy to its English 
orgin. Tradition iias to be largely relied u^-on, ana this, as presented by 
different branches of the fauiily, differs as to the first of the fajiily that 
crossed the Atlantic, and as to the place of first settleaent. one stateaent 
is that a Joseph How, belonged to a faaily of that naae long doniciled in the 
state of i'lassachusetts, enlisted and se."ved a a soldire in the French and 
Indian war in which he was supposed to have been lost, but afterward found 
in the Kew diver Valley, where later he added the letter "e" to the na.ae ti.. 
original spelling of the name being How, afterwards Howe, how much of this 
statement is correct cannot be determined. The author has chosen to follow 
copies of the "Howe MSS," furnished hi.a by Hon. J. Hoge Tyler, late Governor oJ 
Virginia, who is a direct descendant to the Joseph Howe, a sketch of whose 
family here follows: 


The Howe family, not unliKe the Koge family, with wni^h it is so nearly relatet 
also co.omences with a little romantic episode in the lives of the first Americs 
representatives. Joseph Howe, and English gentlemen, first cousin of lord 
Howe and General V.'ayne of lievolutionary fame, came to a-aerica in 1737, on 
board the vessel t..at brought him over was a beautiful and captivating girl 
by the na.je of Eleanor d-nbar, the tow young people fell in love with each 
other on the voyage and inarried soon after landing and settled near Boston 
Hass.; from ..hich poxnt they drifted soughward and finally settled in the 
rug^^ed regions of southwestern Virg.i.ia when the country was quite a trackless 
wilderness. They :nade their home on Baac Creek as nearly as can be established 
in 1757 or 1758, ana this old nomestead, the scene of many pleasant revelries 
and charming reunions, is still in pos.^ession of one of the representative of 
the family, ..rs. Agnes Howe DeJarnette, a great-granuaaughter of its founuer. 
Joseph nowe had three sons, Josepn, Johii, and dauiel; of Joseph there is 
rcthing .<now, he having left home in early life; John seems to liave left no
